Last weok who should drop in on
us but Willle Cornwell and August
Conradt, They bave both had a hard
time, especially Auvgust, as he left S8an
Frapclsco on the same date that | did,
June 2red. They have nbandoned their
bout, the Dawson City, some wixiy-flve
miles bolow here. She 18 now high and
dry. The river I8 pow sote twenty
feat lower than when we came here.
They lucklly got the last boat up the
river. They had to give up their out-
fiis, arriving here with only thin eloth-
Ing. 1 have taken them both In with
me. You can bet that they were the
two happlest boys on earth when they
saw me. Today 1 sent August out to
locate a clalm on & creek called Gold
Pan, He started off with three dayn'
grub and his blankets, they making a
pack of about forty pounds, He will
be home on Baturday night. Cornwall
made his malden trip on Baturday. He
stood the trip all right, ! think that
they will both make good men for this
conntry.

There nre now five of us stopping in
this house, and we have all the com-
forts of @ home, You would all be
astonished If you could only see us eat.
Sometimes 1 am afrald that some of us
will reach the bursting stage.

On last Baturday night we had some
excltement. You eee we had not all of
our #ufl moved up from the tents, on
the bank of the river, Scolt was still
sleeplng In one of the teats, there le-
Ing aber* © . more tents In the same
viclnity. He was on his way to go o
bed, about T o'clock. Just ag he was
golng lo the tent he saw & man stand-
Ing alongside of the meat box, which
wus on the outside of the tent. There
waore sbout 800 pounds of bacon, ham,
dried beef, ote., In the boxes, Beott
went up to the man, who proved to be
& negro, und ssked him what he was
doing there, He sald “"Nothing." Scott
sald that wus the wrong place to e do-
Ing that. In the dark Scott lald his
hand on the top of the bacon box and
found three gabs of bacon, which had
been taken from the Inside of the
box. He secused the negro of tuking
the bacon, which, of course, he denled,
Beott called a man to wateh and came
up to the house for ma, 1 went down,
